It 
ulwiys. hi existed. and always will con- 
tinue to exist so long as international 
disputes are regulated by warfare. In that 
portion of France including the city of 
Paris—which is occupied by the Germans 
the people must possess their souls in 
patience until the war is over. In the 
meanwhile, they must accept the status 
of prisoners, subject in all their dealings 
to German military law. The case of 
France is unusual, inasmuch as only part 
of the country has been occupied by the 
conquerors. Occupied France, which com- 
prises by far the wealthiest and most densely 
populated section of the former Republic, 
is under German law; the unoccupied 
provinces are under the French Govern- 
ment, headed by Marshal Pétain, with its 
headquarters at Vichy. From time to 
time there have been rumours that the 
Germans might permit—in fact, that they 
might even encourage—the French Govern- 
ment to instal] itself at Versailles; hut 
it seems that Marshal Pétain prefers to 
remain at Vichy, and that the project. if 
it ever was serious, has come to nothing. 
From the point of view of diplomatic 
machinery, the situation is highly 
anomalous, The Germans are anxious to 
maintain the best possible relations with 
the French Government, while, not 
unnaturally, expecting it to fall in.on all 
occasions with the wishes of the victorious 
Power. In order to give diplomatic 
expression to this attitude, the Germans 
have allowed Marshal Pétain to send a 
French Ambassador to Paris, although 
Officially the French and German nations 
still are at war. There also is a German 
representative at Vichy, although, 
apparently, his official status never has 
been defined. Envoys constantly are 
passing between Vichy and Paris; and it 
has been evident for some months that 
fairly important negotiations were in 
progress. In the absence of accurate 
information, all sort of theories wore 
advanced, the ‘most plausible of which 
suggested that Herr Hitler was bringing 
pressure to bear on Marshal Pétain to 
acquiesce in the passage of German troops 
through unoccupied France, in order to 
counteract British strength in the Western 
Mediterranean, or, at-least, to make somo 
arrangement whereby the German naval 
authorities might secure the use of certain 


Hitler sent a message to Marshal Pétain. 
It was conveyed, apparently, by Monsieur 
de Brinon, French Ambassador in Paris, 
and the Marshal replied with a letter 
which was taken to the Fuehrer in Berlin 
by Admiral Darlan, Chief of the French 
Navy. The contents’ neither of . Herr 
Hitler’s message nor of Marshal Pétain’s 
reply have been published ; but there can 
be little doubt that relations between 
Vichy and Berlin have not been improved 
by the interchange. | 
Since the famous visit to Vichy of Herr 
Abetz, who is Herr Hitler’s unofficial 
Ambassador in Paris, the mysterious 
figure of Monsieur Pierre Laval has been 
constantly in the background of the 
Franco-German conversations, Apparently, 
Monsieur Laval still is in Paris; but his 


early return to Vichy is expected, although 


Marshal Pétain has not. yet announced 
whether or not he proposes to restore him 
to Cabinet rank. In the meanwhile, 
interesting developments are reported by 
the German News Agency from Paris, 
where it seems that a new French political 
party has been formed. It is known as 
the Rassemblement National Populaire;

prevent a loss of life among the civilian 
population that almost equals the loss 
among the armed forces. How much moro 
serious it would havo been if no defences 
had existed one merely can guess. ‘‘ Total 
war ” draws no distinction between soldier 
and civilian; its object is to destroy 
national moral, and in the pursuit of that 
object it cares nothing for destruction of 
life and limb. This war is different from 
any other. Even so recently as in the 
Great War of 1914-1918 army was pitted 
against army, air force against air force: 
the bombing of cities, as a practice of war, 
was merely in its infancy. In this war 
civilians find themselves in the first line: 
it is when civilian moral has been shaken 
by blockade and air attack that-the armies 
will meet. It may happen some day that 
the people of Dublin will be submitted to 
such an ordeal as those many ordeals which 
the people of London, ‘of Berlin and of 
Chungking has endured, and still are 
enduring. We hope not, but it would be 
foolish to overlook the possibility, and the 
question arises: What has been done to 
lessen the danger? We do not know the 
strength either of this country’s air forco 
or of its anti-aircraft batteries. We do 
know, on the other hand, that the air-raid 
precautions of Dublin are, even to a casual 
eye, lamentably inadequate. There are 
shelters in many of the main streets, but 
not nearly enough of them. Whole 
districts, a mile across, are without a 
public shelter cf any kind. In any event, 
the great majority of the existing shelters 
are of the ‘“‘ over-ground ” type, which 
British experience has shown to possess 
only a limited value. They are helpful 
enough im the case of brief, sporadic raids 
by day; against the prolonged torture of 
night bombing their utility is very much 
smaller. if 

Dublin's underground shelters are sadly 
few. Is there any reason why their 
number should not be increased? The 
cost would be substantial, but much of it 
would consist of labour, and, in any event, 
no price is too high to pay for public 
safety. Is there any reason, for that 
matter, why more rapid progress should 
not be made with the general organisation 
of our A.R.P. schemes? Some weeks ago 
we urged that an experimental black- 
out’’ should be staged every now and 
again. The objection was raised that a 
„ black-out of this country, in the 
present state of affairs, would be a source 
of danger rather than of security. With 
that general principle we agree ; wandering 
aeroplanes cannot claim to mistake a 
lighted city for the territory of a 
belligerent. Our plea, however, was not 
for a general ‘‘black-out,’’ but for an 
occasional practice. Rathmines, for 
example, could be darkened for, say, three 
days, during which the A.R.P. personnel 
would ensure that the darkness was 
absolute, and the civil population would 
learn to accommodate itself to war con- 
ditions. The Cabra region would be 
treated in similar fashion on the next 
three nights, and the process would go 
on until every district of Dublin had 
experienced the rigours of black-out.“ 
Some such experiment, we believe, is 
necessary. The partial black-out’’ which 
was imposed during the early days of the 
war left a great deal to be desired; and, 
if the “emergency” should burst upon this 
country without warning, there would be 
weeks of confusion. In spite of many 
handicaps, the warden service is getting 
into its stride, and much is being done for 
the creation of an effective first-aid 
service; but these precautions are not 
sufficient. The city needs at least five 
times as many shelters, and as many of 
them as possible ought to be built below 
the street level; it also needs an experi- 
mental '“ black-out’’ at frequent intervals. 
One need not be an alarmist to 
recognise the urgency of these precautions. 
Every Minister in the Cabinet has assured 
the nation time and again that it is living 
in a fool’s paradise, and that a declaration 
of neutrality is no assurance against 
attack. We believe that the armed forces 
of this country can offer a strong resistance 
to attacking troops, but the protection of 
the. civil population against ‘assault from 
the air is by no means what it ought to 
be. Real progress can be made in a short 
time if the work is taken in hand at once.

The 
floors will be. of concrete six inches thick 
and covered with brown asphalt. The first 
floors will be constructed with precast 
concrete beams, the under side of which 
will be so designed that the application of 
ceiling plaster will present no difficulty. 
The upper side of the beams will be 
screeded over with cement, and then will 
be covered with thick linoleum. The roofs 
of the houses will be flat, and similar in 
design to the first floors, but here a thin 
layer of asphalt will be added to the 
screed. The outer walls of the houses will 
be carried to about one foot above the level 
of the roof in order to make a low parapet, 
and will be topped with pre-cast concrete 
copings. For skirtings and window 
bottoms ‘heather-brown tiles will be used, 
and the window frames will be of wide- 
angle steol built into the brickwork: More 
timber will be saved by the introduction 
of concrete steps, door canopies, clothes- 
posts and outer fences. This scheme, no 
doubt, will save a large amount of wood, 
and the new type of house will have many 
advantages over the old type. It is far 


easier to deal with an incendiary bomb on 
a flat roof, and, even if the bomb should 


penetrate, there would be little in the 
house to catch fire. Apart from its fire- 
proof qualities, this type of house could 
be kept clean with greater ease; for there 
would be few dust-collecting or vermin- 
breeding crevices. On the other hand, it 
could be somewhat cold and damp in the 
inhospitable weather of winter.

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“Black-Oat ” in Dublin 


Your reference (writes a correspondent) 
to the black-out in Dublin during 
1920-21 recalled numerous adventures 
which I experienced as night reporter 


during that period. 


I can confirm your view that one felt 
happier in meeting a up of 
Auxiliaries rather than regular troops 
during the hours of darkness. I had two 


rather nasty experiences with troops. 
One was when crossing O’Connell 


Bridge. A diminutive soldier, wearing 
tunic, running shorts and rubber-soled 
shoes, suddenly jum from behind a 
lamp standard, and almost ran me 
through with the bayonet fixed to his 


rifle. He told me to “put them up,” 


and he cautiously worked his way 
around until the point of the bayonet 
was uncomfortably pricking my overcoat 
in the sma’l of the back. 

In this position I was marched up 
Westmoreland street until we were 
opposite the Irish Times office. Here a 
sergeant, also attired in shorts and run- 
ning shoes, stepped out from a doorway 
and questioned my right to be on the 
streets at that hour. Eventually I 
satisfied him, and he allowed me to 
proceed. , 


Thirsty Work 


I had several encounters with the 
Auxiliaries, but found them easier to deal 
with. 

One morning near the College of Surgeons 
I ran into three of them about 4 o’clock. 
Their only question to me was: Where 
can we get a drink!“ 

This was a puzzler, but I turned back 
with them and stop at a certain pub. 
I pushed the side door, and to my amaze- 
ment it opened. We went up the stairs 
and knocked at the first door, and a voice 
answered. It was the manager. 

He switched on the light, and I told 
him that the Auxiliaries wanted a drink; 
so he dressed himself and came down and 
opened the bar. The four of us each bought 
a round of drinks, and I staggered home 
the rest of the way, as my capacity at the 
time was very limited. 

The next day 1 went in to see the 
manager of the “pub” to explain my 
presence with the Auxiliaries. He told me 
that the door had twice been forced during 
raids, and he thought the best thing to do 
in future was to leave it open. Later still 
I learned from him that he used to be 
knocked up regularly to serve Auxiliaries 
when they wanted a refresher in the late 
hours of the morning. 


Collision 


The second incident occurred at the top 
of Grafton street. I was cycling to my 
digs, and was going very slowly as it was 
pitch-dark. As I approached the Green I 
ran into somebody and fell off the bike. 
I had hit a young second lieutenant and 
he shouted something. 

In a few seconds i was surrounded by 
a number of soldiers, and several lights 
were flashed into my face when I got up 


from the ground. The officer asked ma 
my name and I gave it to him, forgetting 
at the moment that the pass I was 
carrying belonged to a colleague—I had 
forgotten my own. 

It was an anxious moment for me when 
he asked to see the pass, but he was so 
excited that he did not notice the 
discrepancy, and after a good deal of 
questioning and a certain amount of abuse 
for not having a light on my bike I was 
let go.

NEW MARKINGS 


Aircraft with which the Germans are 
thought to have made one attack on British 
forward positions protected by Italian 
fighters, were not identified with certainty, 
states a Press Association air correspondent, 
but observers on the spot were persuaded 
from the way the attack was made that the 
pilots were German. It was noticed, too, 
that the planes appeared not to carry the 
usual Italian markings. On the tail-piece of 
Italian planes there now appears a white 
cross against a dull background.These mark- 


ings recently superseded the Italian national 


colours. The German .narking is a black 
swastika against a white background. 

It is probable, says the correspondent, that 
the German ‘planes and crews are operating 
from bases in Sicily. The chief of these, 
Catania, is 530 miles from Derna. The re- 
turn sm is just within the 1,á00-mile range 
of Junkers dive-bombers Heinkel 111 
bombers, with which the German Air Force 
in Sicily is known to have been lately re- 
inforced, can do it comfortably. 

Offensive sweeps froin Sicily against the 
British troops in North Africa would be a 
natural extension of German air aid to Italy 
at the present juncture. It does not follow 
that this aspect of German help will be on 
a large scale, adds the correspondent. The 
Luftwaffe faces great difficulties in estab- 
its own bases in Libya under existing 
conditions, but German bombers of a limited 
range, such as the Junkers 87, and fighters 
as well, could go into action in Libya from 
Sicily after refuelling at advanced Italian 
aerodromes.

He resigned the post of Secre- 
tary of the Treasury in December, 1918, and 
as Director-General of Railways in January,

name should not be presented to the Conven- 
tion. In the New York Democratic Con- 
vention of 1924 he was the leading candidate, 
but was deadlocked under the two-thirds 
rule for more than 100 ballots.

A Greek Press Ministry communiqué, 
broadcast by the Athens Radio, stated that 
no Italian counter-attacks took place on any 
part of the front yesterday. 

Ankara Radio last night broadcast an un- 
confirmed report that Tepelini, important 
Italian base in Albania, had been evacuated 
by the Italians, says the Associated Press. 

Valona, the Italian supply port in Albania, 
which is now threatened by the Greeks, was 
bombed again on Saturday by the R. A. F., 
it was announced by the headquarters of the 
British Forces in Greece. The announcement 
said :—‘‘ Warehouses, a munition dump, and 
a timber dénot were among the targets effec- 
tively bombed, direct hits being registered 
on buildings.

PEAKS TAKEN 


In land fighting, says the Press Associa- 
tion, the Greeks have scored one of their 
greatest triumphs of the war. A whole range 
of mountain peaks, 5,000 feet high, has been 
taken in Central Albania. The Italians are 
fleeing in disorder, strafed by the R. A. F. 
At dead of night, amid fog and snow, the 
Greeks stormed ‘‘ Peak 1960,” one of the 
most formidable strongholds. in Albania, 
upon which the Italians were basing a 
big counter-attack. Huge Italian reinforce- 
ments wer, flung into the struggle, 
but as the thunder of. artillery fire broke out 
they fell back, never dreaming that artillery 
could be brought up the mountain sides. 

In the coastal area the Greeks have ad- 
ministered what Athens radio describes as 
“ the severest thrashing the Italians have had 
since General Cavallero assumed command.” 
A communiqué from the Ministry of Public 
Security states :—‘‘ All quiet on the home 
front,” and ‘says that civilian victims of 
Italian air attacks from December 20 to 
January 28 numbered sixty-seven Killed and 
ninety-three wounded. One hundred and 


destroyed in various towns, and nearly three 
hundred homes slightly damaged. Five 
churches were destroyed and three schools 
and four hospitals hit by bombs. 


STEAMER SUNK 


It was officialiy announced by the Greek 
Ministry of, Marine yesterday that a 10,000 
ton Italian steamer was torpedoed and sunk 
off Brindisi on the night of aJnuary 28-29 by 
the submarine Papanicolis. 

The submarine Papanicoiis torpedved three 
Italian troopships, totalling between 25,000 
and 30,000 tons, in the Adriatis on Christmas 
Eve. Italian destroyers attacked the Greek 
submarine, but she escaped safely. 


BRITISH AID 


British aid to Greece has not been confined 
to the considerable — of war material 
sent since the outbreak o“ hostilities, says 
an Athens P.A. message. Greece has also 
received from Britain many consignments of 
food, clothing and medical supplies. These 
include 18,000 pairs of boots, 120,000 pull- 
overs, 000 pairs of socks, 100,000 water- 
bottles, 450 tons of leather hides, 80 tons of 
medical equipment, 43 ambulances, consider- 
able quantities of medical su 
pounds of bully beef and 2,200,000 nds of 
rice. Minor supplies of food and clothing 
included gloves, jerkins, underwear, pyjamas, 
blankets, ground sheets, and large amounts 
of biscuits, tea ard herrings.

Three Messerschmitt 109’s- were 
destroyed. 

Three squadrons of Hurricanes escorted 
the bombers, and barges moored alongside 
the quays were heavily attacked. Another 
three N of Spitfires kept guard above.

Heavy anti-aircraft fire was experienced 
by the attacking force. One of a formation 
of Messerschmitt 109’s burst into flames after 
an attack by the leader of one of the Spitfire 
squadrons.

Barton] dedicated a St. Brigid window in 
St. Bartholomew’s Church, North Porch, on 
Saturday, in memory of Dr. Edith Badham, 
who was Principal of St. Margaret's Hall for 
51 years. The cost of the memorial was 
borne by friends and former pupils. The 
window came from the Pembroke Street 
Studio, and is a graceful interpretation of 
the famous Irish Brigid of Kildare, by the 
well-known artist, Miss K. O’Brien. | 

Assisting the Archbishop were the Vicar 
‘(Canon Simpson), the Rev. Noel Waring, the 
Rev. George Simms and the Rev. R. N. 
Coote, together with Mr. H. G. Ryder and 
Mr. W. R. Armstrong, K. C. Evensong was 
sung by the choristers, with Mr. E. S. Fry 
at the organ. 

The Archbishop, in his address, said that, 
as far as we could pierce the mists of early 
Irish history, we observed in St. Brigid a 
great, Christian organiser and teacher and 
lover of the people. Dr. Edith Badham, in 
her own generation, had similar gifts, and 
inspired, through her pupils, countless homes 
up and down the country for vocation in the 
service of God in Ireland. The future welfare 
of Europe would depend upon the type of 
teachers who directed the schools of the 
nation, and there would be few problems 
which would not solve themselves within a 
generation with teachers of Christian faith 
and Christian character.

MINISTER PRAISES KERRY 
COMMITTEE

TRALEE, Sunday, 


Dr. Ryan, Minister for Agriculture, 
addressing a big meeting of Kerry farmers 
at Tralee on Saturday evening, said that it 
was the obvious duty of the tarmers to pro. 
duce more foodstufts for themselves, tueir 
families and their animals. In their own 
interests, as well as in the interests of their 
country, they. should more than double their 
wheat supply to produce whole wheat bread 
for their families. One hundred years agy 
600,000 acres of wheat were grown in Ire. 
land, and the Irish soil was as fertile now 
as then, when it was boasted that it was 
capable of maintaining a much larger popula. 
tion than we had now. 

The old people used to attribute the famine 
to the fact that the foreigner took away their 
grain, but they need not be afraid of the 
foreigner doing that now. — 

The people may have privation among 
them, but this they could avert by growing 
sufficient food. Farmers would not be asked 
to do this for the mere good of the country; 
they: would be compensated for it, as the, 
were guaranteed 40s. per barrel for their 
wheat, and need not fear that any surplus 


| would be left on their hands. 


Next in importance to wheat, more potatoes 
and oats for human and animal food should 
be grown. If farmers did not grow these 
crops extensively they could not fatten pigs 
or feed their animals. 

Having dealt with the Department's credit 
scheme, the provision of seeds, and other 
matters, the Minister heard suggestions from 
Mr. Flinn, T.D., and Mr. Crowley, T. D. 
and others about the provision of seeds for 
people in congested districts and the exten- 
sion of the allotment scheme to rural areas. 
The Minister promised to do his utmost to 
give effect to these suggestions, and, rep!y- 
ing to a vote of thanks, praised the adminis- 
trative capacitv of Kerry Committee.

in affiliation fees, of which £64 11s. 6d. was 
returned to the area. Northern Ireland con- 
tributed £278 13s. 3d. in affiliation fees.
